bitionists. 
I feel safe iii saying that 
every one of them is a patriotic citi­ 
zen who believes that o ur beloved 
state should have a rest from politi­ 
cal agitation and from political agi 
tutors, and each of them has the right 
to participate in democratic prim a­ 
ries without having his motives im- 
i pugned by thqse who seek to subvert 
the cardinal principles of the party. 
This statement is called forth by 
the fact that some of the prom oters of 
the statewide prohibition movement 
refer to the business m en’s local op­ 
tion committee, and incidentally to 
the signers of the local option peti­ 
tion, in derisive terms, and appear to 
question the motives of those who 
are striving to m aintain the cause of 
local option. 
Tile committee and the 
signers of the petition are not •‘liquor 
optionists' ’, as Dr. Riley and others 
dub them, and I wish to serve notice 
now that the prohibition question will 
not be permitted to go off on false 
issues. 
The question to be decided in tile 
July prim ary is whether the prohibi­ 
tion status of the state shall continue 
to be that of local option, which gives 
the right of prohibition to 
every 
county and every 
precinct in 
the 
county that wants it, or whether the 
right of local control shall be elimi­ 
nated from the constitution which the 
proposed amendment would do. This 
is the question, coupled with the fur­ 
ther question, as I see it, whether the 
democratic party shall commit itself 
to prohibition. 
The question is not 
‘‘liquor option’’ aud not th at the 
people of a section of Texas, larger 
than any dry state 
in the Union, 
favor “ the local right of m urder and 
a rs o n ’’, as Dr. Riley would have it. 
There is another item that might 
properly have the vo ter’s thoughtful 
attention: 
The C om ptroller’s report 
for the fiscal year ending A ugust ill, 
1907, shows the total general revenue 
derived from taxation to be $3,507,- 
922.74. 
From state taxes levied on 
property 
(advalorem ta$es) is de­ 
rived $2,424,401.51 of this sum, and 
the balance, $1,083,400.23 comes from 
state occupation taxes. 
In the item 
of occupation taxes the sum of $623,100 
is derived by the state 
from 
the 
license system prevailing in the wet 
counties. Now, should statewide pro­ 
hibition be adopted, the deficit in the 
revenue would be at least $623,100 and 
probably $650,000, which would have 
to be made up by increasing the state 
tax rate on property values. 
It will 
be seen that the revenue derived from 
the license system is exactly one- 
fourth of the amount received from 
taxes on property, and to make it up 
a person who now pays $20 will then 
have to pay $25. 
This, however, is not presented so 
much as an argument in support of 
local option as it is to reach a point 
bearing upon the main question. 
The 
counties in which prohibition does 
not now prevail would lose in county 
revenues $311,550 in addition to mak­ 
ing up their part of the deficiency in 
the state Revenues, $623,100 and I sub­ 
mit we have no right to interfere with 
the management of their internal af­ 
fairs and become parties to im posing 
this additional 
burden upon them, 
unless the welfare of the whole state 
be involved in the question. 
Is it? 
I answer by asking what additional 
benefits the people in a county which 
already has prohibition under local 
option would gain by the adoption of 
the amendment.—Advertisement.

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LOUISIANA’S PROPOSED FOR­ 
EST LAW. 


If 
the 
legislature of 
Louisiana 
passes the forestry law proposed by 
Governor B lanchard of that state, 
and said to have the support of Hie 
largest timber owners, it will be the 
most advanced step yet taken by any 
state to regulate timber cutting on 
private lands. 
By the terms of the 
proposed statute the cutting of trees 
under 12 niche- in dirfmeter. four feet 
from the ground, will not be per­ 
mitted. 
The law does not apply to 
those who, in good faith, wish to 
clear the land for agricultural p ur­ 
poses, or who need the timber on the 
ground for roads or ditches, or in 
case of an owner or tenant who uses 
the wood for domestic purposes. 
The lumberman will be required to 
fell bis trees in a way to cause least 
damage to young timber, and tile re­ 
fuse must not be left where its pres­ 
ence will invite fire or otherwise en­ 
danger the small trees. 
The penalty 
provided for violations of the p ro ­ 
posed law is a fine of $25 to $100 for 
each offense, and imprisonment may 
be added. 
Each tree wrongfully cut 
will constitute a 
separate offense. 
The proposed law not only delimits 
offenses and names penalties, but also 
sets forth the reasons why such a law 
is thought advisable. 
I imber is be­ 
coming scarce, it says, and ought not 
be 
needlessly wasted. 
Forest 
de­ 
struction will carry with it otfher evils 
besides dearth of, woocK It will cause 
destruction, soil erosion, and increase 
floods and droughts, to the damage 
of the whole people. 
' 
The forests ought not be wholly cut 
down, tile proposed law further s a \s , 
because they assist in obstructing dis­ 
astrous tornadoes. 
Tile supreme court of Maine re­ 
cently ruled that th at state may law­ 
fully restrict the clearing of privately 
owned forest land, if the public would 
be injured by such clearing. 
Louis­ 
ian a's proposed law goes still fur­ 
ther in the same direction and follows 
the lines of the opinion rendered by 
the 
Maine 
supreme court. 
it 
is 
worthy of note that the two states 
which are first to take this advanced 
stand in foiest protection are fifteen 
hundred miles a p a rt and have forests 
not at all alike in character, different 
soils, climates 
with few points in 
common, crops of wholly different 
kinds, geography and topography of 
opposite extremes, yet each realizes 
the immense importance of its forests 
and how essential their piotection is 
to the continued prosperity of its 
people.
